such a mdt secjuised a ■ gn ttEtdiifi to be 
attached thereto to cany away man water 
•to associated fall-pipes. It .has also been, 
proposed to provide a - combined soffit- 
20 msc&'gufttermg unit, bat sach proposals 
had certain inherent disadvantages in use? 

The poesent mvention seeks to obviate 
this reqmrement end also the fixing o4 
separate fescaas, soffits and gutterings by 
25 providing a one-pieco -structure capable of 
being quickly and economically fixed in 
posfrioa> 

Accordingly, the present invention pro- 
vides a combined fescia-«offit^gutteiing unit 

30 comprising a* first portion of sufficient depth 
*o form a fascia, a second portion of suffi- 
cient width to form a soffit,, and a third 
portion adapted to form a gut tering , said 
second and'&iid portions being; integral 

35 with said first portion and extending in the' 
same general direction away from said first 
. portion* 

In order that the invention may be more 
readily understood; reference will .now be 
40 made to the accompanying drawings which 
illustrate a preferred iembodknent of the In- 
vention. In the drawings: —

Releasing firstly to Figure 1. the com- 
bined fasda^n^-ignttoJing comprises a 55 
ono^iece structure consisting, of a horizon- 
tal arm 2' of fiufficient width to form a 
soffit, a vertical arm or fconft face 4 of 
sufficient depth to form a fascia and ti Vt • 
shaped portion 6 adapted to form a 60' 



Hie horizontal arm 2 has, at a position 
near the junction of the arms. 2 and 4, a 
loiratudinal inwardly extending armi- 
a*prilary_ groove 8 and a further groove 8A, 65 
add die. portion 6 is provided sear its free 
extremity wife a longitudinal omwaardly ex- 
fending groove 10, the purpose <of . which - 
grooves wfll be explained below. A flange • 
or Hp 12 is also provided. 70 

Figure 2 £Basfeate& a one-piece unit snni- 
lar to that iHustrated in Hwike 1, in that it 
has all the integers 2, 4, o, 8, 8A, 10 and 
12. Inr this case however, the unit between • 
tba two sides of the V-shaped portion 6, is 75 
provided with an integral fell-pipe 16 which, 
•'extends downwardly to a point below the 
horizontal asm 2. The top of the faEL-^ape 
• 16 is preferably shaped - to match <the cross- 
sectional shape of the V-shaped portbnr 6 89* 
and lies flush with or shffitly below the 
upper surface of said portion. A tforougb- 
bore 14 is provided in the guttering for the 
escape of rainwater into the faH-pipo 16. 

The combined fescm-soffit-guttering unit 85 
will preferably be formed by moulding and 
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will be composed of fibre-glass reinforced 
plastics material The unit may be fonnfd 
to any desked length and wiU preferably be 
of uniform thickness throughout its section. 
5 Referring now to Figure 3, tto(^ta*«I 
fascia-soffit, guttering unit is adapted to pe 
attached to roof spars such as that indicated 
at 20, by means of pins 22 having gaskets 
24 or by any other suitable securing means. 
10 The pins pass through roofing felt which as 
will be seen overlaps the tree excremity qt 
the upwardly extending portion of the 
guttering. The roof tile 25 is adapted to 
overlie the point of securing. Similarly, toe 
15 horizontal arm 2 is secured by passing pins 
•through the groove 8 and is also surularly 
secured at its free extremity. Thus it will be 
seen that' the majority of -the ur s * w ^ 
away from contact whh the spars. m 
20 When a unit according to the invention 
and mcorporating the fall-pipe 16 is located 
in position, for example between two of the 
units shown in Figure I. the flanged ox 
lipped ends of the units will overlap so as 
23 to facilitate free passage of rain water to 
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time<ansmnlng operations of 
separate fascdas, soffits and guxcei 
elunirrated since all 4hese . P*c* » — ^- 
porated into a single unit it will f ggvp 
appreciated that since the upper extremity :/u 
of the vertical arm 4 Ices below the hori- 
zontal piano containing the upper eatcemrty 
of the longer arm of the guttenng. this WiU , - 
enable water to spill over the fascia m the 
event of outlet blockage, and axis notto /:> 
overflow under the hies and under the roof 
space, 

WHAT WE CLAIM IS:— 
1. A combined * rascia^ffifrgu*£&ring M 
mat comprising a first portion of sufficient *» 
depth to form a fascia, a second portion or

may be provided with a building sealant or 
use may be made of other suitable fillers. 
Where fibre-glass reinforced plastic ts 
30 used to form the unit, the material may be 
coloured prior to moulding which will thus 
obviate the need for subsequent painting of 
<the uni t, ' . 

Referring now to Figure 4, instead of the 
35 unit being provided with a horizontal arm 
adapted to form the soffit, the unit has an 
arm 26 which is arranged so as not to 
be normal to the vertical arm 4. Other 
features of the embodiment are as pre* 
40 viously described with reference to Figures 
1 and 2. . , . 

Xbe unit of this embodiment is' intended 
to be used on a building having overhanging 
roof spars* and it will 'be appreciated that 
45 the arm 26 may be arranged at any angle 
to suit the angle of inclination of the roof 
spars 20, so that the arm 26 may lie ad- 
jacent to and underlie the roof spars. Also 
the roof tile 25 will preferably rest on the 

50 groove 10. . 

Where necessary, -die unit,, whilst forming 
a, combined fascm-sorhr^tterrng unit may 
be formed with or as corner unats, either in- 
wardly or outwardly extending so as to 
55 facilitate positioning of a unit around the 
full perimeter of a roof. Also, mtegral 
or attarW end plates may be proviaed 
where such a unit is not required around 
the fuH perimeter. 
60 If desired, the guttering rnay ^be of 
funded or arcuate shape instead of bang 
V-shaped and the longfcucHnally extending 
ribs may be omitted if desired. 
It will be appreciated that with a unit 
65 according to the invention, the tedious and 



shaped in cross-section, one arm of 
V-ehape remote from said first portion be- 
ing of a greater length than a second arm of . 
said V-snape. 

4. A unit according to Claim 1 or Garm 
2, wherein said guttering is erf rounded or 
arcuate cross-section, one side of said,

least one longitodinaHy extending ana- 
capillary groove. M . . 

6. A unit according to any of Ctams 1 . 
to 5, wherein said unit is provided with a lip 
or flange such that a plurality of units may 

be arranged in overlapping relatfonsthp* HQ 

7. A unit according to any of the pre- 
cechng Claims, wherem said guttering is 
provided with an integral faH-prpe which: . 
extends downwardly to a point below said 
first portion and which has ita. ur^er^sur^llS 
race shaped to match the cross^sectoonat 
shape of the guttering. 

8. A unit according to any of ike. pre- 
ceding Claims, wherein said unit is formed 

by moulding and ts composed of fibre-glass 120 
remrarced plasties malarial 

9. A combined fescni^ffit-guttermg 
urrh substantially as herein described with 
reference to and as mustrated in Figure 1 of 
the accompaayang drawings. 125
